Many methods have been tried by those who 
are noticing that their hair is thinning out in 
an effort to grow more luxuriant hair, but tonics 
and massage often fail to bring about the desir- 
ed results, if the necessary food minerals are 
not fed in the form of silicon and calcium. 

A pientiful growth of hair 
is dependent upon the cir- 
culation of good blood to the 
hair roots, Each hair grows 
something like an onion, al- 
though the main shaft of the 
hair after it leaves the scalp 
is no more alive than the end 
of your fingernail. The 
growth of the root, itself, and 
its ability to push up the 
shaft of hair depend upon the 
proper irrigation of the hair 
roots with healthy blood. If day after day one 
observes wrong habits of living, the normal al- 
kalinity of the blood will be reduced, and not 
enough silicon and other organic minerals will 
be provided to grow a good head of hair. 

Baldness usually starts at a certain well 
known spot, where the circulation of blood is 
the most sluggish. Very few people lose their 
hair around the ears and back of the neck. 
This is simply because the circulation at these 
parts is naturally better than at the top of the 
scalp. 

Those having a tight scalp may save them- 
selves from becoming bald if they will use some 
measure of increasing the scalp circulation. 
Tonics are of little value, but a good treatment 
may be given by employing the ice treatment, 
the ice being applied to the scalp several times 
a day. Hold the piece of ice to different places 
where baldness is approaching until the skin 
reacts and becomes red. Follow this treatment 
with massage with the finger tips, using a small 
amount of oil to supply extra oil to the hair. 
This should be done once or twice each day or 
oftener, and you will notice that the hair is 
gradually becoming stronger and coarser. 

Another good way to bring the blood to the 
scalp is to use the ultra violet ray treatment. 
But at the same time that local treatment is 
being used, you must remember the necessity 
of enrichng the blood with a plentiful supply 
of the minerals found in green vegetables and 
fruits. 

Hair is composed of the same elements found 
in the bones and nails, and these can only be 
secured from foods which contain the organic 
minerals. Chief among these foods are celery, 
spinach, asparagus, lettuce, kale, carrots, and 
all of the other succulent non-starchy greens. 
In their raw state they are the most helpful, 
as cooking sometimes seems to make the min- 
erals less useful for hair-building, especially 
if the vegetables are cooked in an abundance of 
water which is later thrown away. 

Physical culture exercises will always help 
in increasing the general circulation and will 
actually be of benefit through improving the 
circulation to the scalp. However, the best way 
to check falling hair is to properly regulate the 
diet. By adopting a more sensible diet, you 
will find that your hair is becoming more abun- 
dant. Your general health will also improve 
as your hair becomes stronger, for the same 
materials needed for hair growth will be useful 
in building healthy tissue all over the body 

At the same time that the diet is corrected, 
and the increased physical culture exercises be- 
ing taken, every measure should be used which 
will improve the circulation of blood to the hair 
roots. Frequent brushing of the hair is stimu- 
lating—or pulling the hair and massaging the 
scalp with the finger tips are also helpful. Keep 
up the ice treatment, eat more wisely, and take 
more exercise and you will have found the best 
way of preventing baldness.

Money and Weather in North 
And South America 


~By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Every natural expanse and every weather force in the Ameri- 
cas is designed on a scale of vastness and of tremendous effect. 
Only a correspondingly tremendous productive power enables life 
to be maintained. 


When you add to the destructive forces of nature, the fact 
that common-sense is entirely absent in national and international 
affairs, the wonder is that humanity finds any habitation, however 
insecure, anywhere 


As a result of two years of adverse weather, the Argentine 
for the first six months of 1936 has shipped less than twenty-five 
percent of its normal output of wheat and corn. 


Tt would seem that Europe would buy more wheat and more 
corn from producing countries other than the Argentine. This has 
not happened, because Europe pays for Argentine wheat and corn, 
by shipping goods to Argentine, and when the Argentine has no 
wheat and corn to ship to Europe, the result is an absolute con- 
traction of world trade 


This is just a type of the lack of common-sense in dealing with 
world trade which has réduced the standard of living on a world- 
wide scale in the last few years 


No nation will exchange merchandise it does not need for 
other merchandise which it can put to profitable use. The result 
is that the costs of necessaries of life vary from community to 
community, and the world trend of standard of living is down- 
wards instead of upward. The answer to this condition has always 
been war throughout the somewhat more than a thousand years 
of which we have an approximate historical record 


Tariffs, quotas, and embargoes spel] war. The attempts to put 
individual nations on a basis of self-tontained national profitable 
operation have always resulted in a double loss. First, the loss 
entailed in spending in war preparation an amount of money 
equal at least to all profits earned by the isolation policy; and 
second the loss in war of the young lives of the nation. to an 
extent entailing at Jeast half a century devoted to recovery 


Thinking these things over carefully cannot fail to convince 
you that all existing international policies in the world today are 
dreams; Hopes of profit in which there is no element of faith or 
service; treating money as a substantive reality instead of as the 
accounting factor which it really is; and wilfully rejecting the 
truth that every restriction on world trade is a factor in the de- 
struction of the peace of the world, and of the young life of the 
world, 

The alternative is to put world trade en a tariff for revenue 
only. The safe way to do this is to provide that a purchasing 
nation shall have the right to ship goods up to the value of merch- 
andise purchased on the basis of paying fifty percent of current 
tariffs not exceeding in final result an amount equal to a tariff 
for revenue. 

Having devoted somewhat more than a thousand years to 

a convincing proof of the fact that isolation tariffs produce war, 
involving destruction of the young life of the world, it would seem 
only reasonable to attempt a policy of world-wide peace on a 
basis of world-wide reciprocal trade. It might take twenty-five 
years for the world to get used to it: but this is greatly better 
than losing fifty years in recovering from a tremendous and use- 
less slaughter of young life, which is just about due under the 
present isolation policies. 
; Any nation could bring the remedy into operation, by passing 
its own law putting itself into reciprocal trading relations with 
the whole trading world. Why not do it. The only negative 
answer is that power and money are preferred to life.
